James Kilpatrick 
McCarthy Raises New Questions About The Media 


Eugene McCarthy, the poet, philosopher and for­ 
mer first bateman, hat raised anew some old 
questions about the news business He offers no better 
snswers than those of us who have spent our lives In 
the news business can offer, but he prompts some 
fresh reflections 
Writing in the current issue of Harper's, McCarthy 
takes off on the theme of the media as censor The 
doctrine of freedom of the press, he says, derives 
from the need for information and for truth And 
because “no man Is sure of what the truth is “ the 
best way of informing society Is “to let those who 
have something to say say It or write It, so that 
seekers of the truth may accept or reject It ” 
Fair enough, but the quotes Oswald Spongier* 
familiar paragraph on the problem that at once 
arises: “It is permitted lo everyone to say what he 
pleases, but the Press is free to take notice of what he 
says or not It can condemn truth' to death simply bv 
not undertaking its communication to the world s 
terrible censorship of silence, which is all the more 
potent In that masses of newspaper readers are ab­ 
solutely unaware that it exists “ 


McCarthy concedes that the media cannot report 
all the news, but he suggests four standards that he 
believes should govern editorial selection 
First, he says, lf someone is talking or writing 
irrelevant nonsense, there is no obligation to spread 
the word 
Second, if someone is talking nonsense but having 
an effect, the press should report the nonsense but 
challenge it with counter information and analysis 
Third, if someone is speaking sense and having an 
effect, there is obviously an obligation to report It. 
Finally (and here McCarthy scratches raw his own 
painful wounds\ “if someone is saying ihir.fi that do 
make sense, and that have relevance to current 
problems, even though there is no immediate 
evidence that what is being said is having any 
significant effect, these things should be reported 
What about aU this* With the wannest affection for 
an old friend, it has to be said that McCarthy comes 
out the same door bv which he went in The eternal 
verities to one side, ne bi surely right in saying that 
“no man is sure of what the truth la 
By the identical 
token, no man knows what is sense and what is 


nonsense No editor knows - absolutely and positively 
knows what has “relevance," or what is having “an 
effect." These are judgment calls 
In a busy city room or broadcast house, such 
judgment calls must be made a hundred, or a 
thousand, or ten thousand time* a day This story is 
good for n o words, and this story for MO. but this 
story isn't worth printing or airing at all. The last 
decision is Spengler's “censorship of silence *' It is 
the ultimate manifestation of th* inescapable 
responsibility that every editor lives with “News ta 
what I day It is " 
Why was McCarthy largely ignored in the I VTI 
presidential campaign*1 It was becatae. politically 
speaking, he was no longer “someone," and he was 
not having any significant effect This was not the 
case in IMI Nine years ago, McCarthy was indeed a 
•someone,” He was a United States Senator, an 
active Democratic candidate for president. he almost 
defeated Lyndon Johnson In New Hampshire, he 
effectively triggered LBJ'* withdrawal. he attracted 
enormouscrowdi of young people and became their 
hero at Chicago By lVTt.none of this was true He was 


an independent maverick who wound up with O S 
percent of the total vote, 
The hard rule that news is what an editor says It la 
rests upon much more than a seat of the pants 
subjectivity Jimmy Carter was not s “someone." 
and he was having no political effect, until the lows 
caucuses and the New Hampshire primary It was the 
empirical evidence of delegates bagged and votes 
counted that made him news. As the campaign 
progressed. Carter had to be covered st greater and 
greater length. Inevitably his opponents were 
covered leas and leas Under the inexorable demands 
of space and time, the also-rans at last suffered the 
“censorship of silence.** 
This is the inherent nature of news It Is a painful 
experience for the Eugene McCarthy*, and for the 
authors of books that go unreviewed, for corporation 
executives whose portentous press releases go un­ 
noticed It is no easy task for editors who know their 
best judgment can never be infallible But given a 
free press, ss opposed to a government-controlled 
press, it is the only way the system can work

A number of different ideas have been offered - and 
some of them tried • in sn effort to reduce the un­ 
believably heavy paperwork burden placed upon 
individuals and especially business firms small and 
large by agencies of the federal government 


Some headway has been made in cutting down on 
the forms, reports, etc, demanded by governmental 
rules and regulations have occurred on one hand, 
there seem bi be constant increases on the other as 
the result af the creation of new agencies and new 
regulations The whole thing is extremely frustrating 


Now a new and different approach has been offered 
by Rep Lee H Hamilton of Indiana's Mb District, 
among the most highly respected members of the U. 
S House of Representatives 


Hamilton's bill would stuck excessive paperwork 
early in the legislative process • before a vote on the 
floor of the House His resolution, which is the fourth 
he has offered to cut down paperwork, would require 
committees of the House to assess paperwork that 
would result from the passage of a particular bill 


“A main reason for excessive paperwork is the 
oromuigatioo of overly complex 
regulations,” 
Hamilton said “A well-meaning Congress passes a 
law and well meaning executive personnel write the 
regulations on which enforcement of the law will tie 
bases " 


He noted, however, that regulations often go far 
beyond what Congress intended in scope and deUii 


“The Congress must assume some of the bisme for 
much of the excessive paperwork," Hamilton said. 
“All too often Congress passes a law whose im 
plemenUtion and enforcement require too much 
paperwork, no matter what the writers of regulations 
do " 


Hamilton agrees with countless businessmen, as 
well ss individuals with reference to personal 
business, that Congress should try every possible way 
to get a rein on paperwork The Hoosier congressman 
believes that his resolution would “take us a long way 
toward a very desirable goal • the elimination of 
federal paperwork at one of its primary sources," 


He said congressmen would be obliged to do some 
hard thinking about paperwork if his resolution is 
adopted “They would have to balance the potential 
social or economic benefits of a bill against its 
bureaucratic implications," he said. 


It appears that Hamilton, who represented Shelby 
county some years ago, prior to a redistricting, has a 
proposal that makes very solid sense We hope it 
receives favorable action. 


The men and women lounged in deep chairs of red 
and brown leather No phone rang.

President's Oval Office. 
The writers are isolated. The President is in­ 
sulated Quite properly, he has access to them; they 
have no access to him. Carter said he would be 
candid. He is. No one knows when he will choose to 
drop an editorial bomb Every man fears the com­ 
petition. 


The room bristles with briefcases, typewriters, still 
cameras, TV cameras, big sound booms and hand­ 
outs. The White House beat has become not only the 
most important in the world, but die most imporUnt 
of all time. 
Carter promised to hold a press conference every 
two weeks He has. However, when each one closes 
with, “Thank you, Mr. President," no one leaves. 
They all rush forward. This President loins the 
reporters on the floor and sometimes makes news 
while chatting. 
They argue with his press secretary. And the 
assistants. One of the assistants closed a loud dispute 


with, "It’s our White House, not yours “ This is 
Georgia red clay country Ulk. Teeth grind 
Reporters accept the daily diet of bland releases 
the tips on photo opportunities Amy Carter s tree 
house will not stun foreign heads of stole, but most 
journalists were afraid to akip the tip. 
When the President signs a bdl in the Rose Garden, 
your television set does not show you the stork forest 
of booms and cameras and faces pressing in on three 
sides If he signs and mutters, “That’s that," they 
fear it might nave significance 
The natural adversarial relationship between press 
and president is diluted by admiration for the man 
The writers would prefer a scandal. None can forget 
that they were scooped at Watergate by a couple oi 
young ones who weren’t from the Press Room 
Carter does his homework He has answers to sharp 
questions. He grins when the ' curves ' crest, agami, 
his fees. Thia, mays J. Anthony Lukas of the I nuts. 
has produced “enormous frustration and anxiety 
They fear they are becoming Carter’s pigeons 
They realise that there is a dark side to the 
presidency. Carter can be tough, stubborn, sarcastic 
and callous They feel they are being used as resilient 
springboards for his policies. He jumps on them to get 
to the people. 
The news departments of the networks which, one 
year ago ignored the Georgian almost to the point of 
censorship - now accept anything he says. They will 
run a half-hour in color of anything he says, and then 
give the nation another half hour of interpreting what 


he had to sav 
A few bureau chiefs fear that they are press agents 
for Carter He appears to be so open, so candid, that 
they are reduced to trying to catch him in some in­ 
consistency They press to hard that Jody Powell said 
to a woman reporter, “Let me finish my answer and 
then you get to ask another question and I get to give 
another answer That is the way the ball game 
works.” 
They can’t walk far from the Press Room White 
House policemen with guns guard both ends of the 
breezeway 
And yet, the experienced reporters 
cannot abide the youngsters who fight with the 
presidency just to display their independence and 
manhood 
The young are afraid of their own respect They 
cannot concede that the peanut farmer is a master at 
skilled confrontation He knows what he is doing 
every waking moment. He is confident that no one 
can mousetrap him 
There is a subliminal battle A few reporters feel 
that they are more important than the news they 
cover They think they can make or break men. A 
long time ago Ed Murrow said, “A man can now be 
heard from one end of the country to the other, in­ 
stead of just to the end of the bar " 
True. But it is the instrument • the newspaper, the 
radio network, the television station - which does it, 
not the man An old timer said it best: “We are the 
people Jimmy Carter warned us against "...
